Mi's. Walter V. Churchill-Lengman, ' 1 
formerly Miss Sarah Kavanaugh, of 
St. Louis, telling of the wounding of 
her 
brother-in-law, 
Capt. 
William 
Churchill-Longman, in the battle of 
Aisne. He was taken to London from 
the battle front. 
She writes that she 
has not heard from her husband, a 
lieutenant in the English army r*ace 
his departure to the front. 
Mrs. Churchill-Longman, the former 
Miss Kavanaugh. was married in Lon­ 
don last April. W. K. Kavanaugh and 
his son have received several letters 
from her during the war, but the one 
received yesterday is more graphic in 
details of the European war than any 
of the former ones. 
She says that the head waiter of 
one of the largest hotels in London 
was shot as a spy after it had been 
discovered that he was a German 
army officer working as a waiter to 
act as a spy. 
It was alleged that 
the blowing up of a number of bridges 
near London had been traced to the 
hotel 
waiter 
spy. 
Dynamite was j 
found in his room at the hotel. 
“The carnage is terrible,* 
writes 
Mrs. Churchill-Longman to her broth­ 
er. 
"I have descriptions of the awful 
war from William, who is now in 
London, after being wounded in the 
butt Ie of the Aisne. He had climbed to 
the top of a trench to give a signal 
to his company when lie was shot in 
the arm. evidently tucked off by a 
sharpshooter. 
He tells me that the 
shrapnel from the German guns fell 
in the trenches 
like 
rain—steady, 
cruel sheets of lead 
which 
never 
seemed to diminish. 
“It is a miracle that William is 
still alive. 
During the battle, and be­ 
fore lie w as wounded his bolt and 
knapsack were shot aw ay without in­ 
juring him. 
Another billie*, which 
shattered a watch in his breast pock­ 
et over his heart, w as deflected and 
cut into a whistle, which he used for 
signal purposes, also without wound­ 
ing him.
